time has been effectually demonstrated in 
England and France, in stimulating or ac- 
celerating the recruiting of men for military service. 

Without its influence, it is a serious question 
whether the mobilization of troops would have pro- 
gressed with the speed and facility, which has char- 
acterized the movement among the allies, since the 
beginning of the great struggle. 

It was advertising that brought droves of young 
men to the recruiting offices of England and France. 
Advertising written in a vein that appealed to the 
patriotic sentiments of the citizens of these coun- 
tries. Advertising, in short, made a deeper impres- 
sion upon the public mind than did the spoken 
word, uttered by men of prominence. 

Whether in war or in peace, the power of public- 
ity cannot be overestimated. It brings its message 
to multitudes daily. It sinks into the mind uncon- 
sciously, for an advertisement which is seen and read 
repeatedly must of necessity remain longer in the 
memory than a verbal statement once spoken and 
usually not repeated. It is only the blind, who can 
escape its power. 

Such advertisements as the War Department is 
now using is proving of direct value in promoting 
recruiting. We have all been impressed with the 


T HE tremendous power of advertising in war 


poster which reads in part: “The Regulars are In 
France! Join Them Now!" as well as the poster: 
“Fight or Give,”’ etc. 

lt is during a crisis such as the war has ushered 
in, when advertising in its relation to the business 


man cannot be ignored. The question with him 
should not be: ‘Can | afford to advertise.’ but 
rather: ‘Can | afford not to advertise.” 


Advertising in war time must of necessity play 
an important part in keeping healthy the buying 
impulse of the nation. Advertising speaks to the 
eye, and as the ‘‘light of the body is the eye,” it 
naturally follows that people are most impressed by 
what they see. Hence the origin of the old saying: 
‘Seeing is believing.’’ It is what is addressed to 
the eye rather than to the ear that convinces the 
human mind, and in the buying and selling game 
this is eminently true. 

A speaker, at a recent educational conference, 
emphasized this truth when he said: ‘We remem- 
ber longest what we have seen—not what we have 
heard, tasted or touched. What are the most vivid 
memories of childhood? Are they not the green 
grass of your rural playgrounds, the blue sky, 
fleecy-white clouds, the trees, the river—the myriad 
of external objects that filled your days? You 
heard music, but its tones faded; you caught the 
fragrance of the orchard in spring, but it vanished 
like a mist; you tasted fruit, but the sensory impres- 
sion passed; you touched the earth and the trees— 
even the thorns of the rose bushes—but the transi- 
tory pleasure or pain was soon forgotten. The things 
you saw were instantly engraved on your mind, and 
for good or ill they remain with you yet and they 
will stay with you till memory dies.”’ 

A better argument for advertising could hardly 
be found. Everywhere we go-——on streets, high- 
ways, railways—we see advertising. Many years 
ago, barkers, or town criers were employed to call 
out the important happenings of the day, announce 
the opening of sales, special bargains in goods, etc. 
This was the use of the voice and the ear as ad- 
vertising mediums. But today the appeal is en- 
tirely to the eye, because the eye is more strongly 
influenced and impressed than is the ear. 

The plumbing and heating contractor, who takes 
space in the daily newspaper, as well as the manu- 
facturer, who advertises in the trade paper, will find 
that advertising is a good investment—that it is a 
part of the modern business program. To advertise
